FBI vs. Catholics

Federal agents are focusing their hunt for the people 
who stole revealing and embarrassing documents from a 
Pennsylvania FBI office on the radical Rozn3n Catholic 
community here in Boston, in New York, Philadelphia, 
BUtlmore and Washington, D.C. j 

Tfce FBI investigation* surely one of the Bureau's 
most extensive man-hunts ever* has been strangely 
unreported or even mentioned in the national media. A 
Phoenix probe into the nature and extent* of the FBI 
investigation over the past several weeks h$s revealed a 
considerable amount of information on just what the 
Bureau has been up to. * 

Hie Citizen's Commission to Investigate, the FBI 
apparently made a dangerous mistake when they decided 
to use a Xerox machine to make c§£ies of the 
documents they stole. After the FBI got hold of one of 
the packets mailed by the group — last! week they 
ry!?b*d salt in the wound by mailing two mops batches 
■Siey brought it to the Xerox research laboratories in 
Rochester, N.Y. There, Xerox experts established that 
the papers had been copied on one of Xerox's low 
volume, tabiMop model machines, on the Xerox 660 
model line (6604, 66041, 660-III). 
- The Phoenix also learned that contrary to popular ' 
belief — and even the opinion of some Xerox salesmen 
we consulted - fcach Xerox machines leaves a 
"fingerprint" on each copy it produces. It! is possible 
•then to identify the machine from which the copies wen* 
'made by a laboratory comparison betweep a sample 
from the copier and the copies of the ! documents 
disseminated. We haw also confirmed that the FBI last 
week was tisiting companies and individual in Boston 
who rent 660-model copiers from Xerox to get samples 
from the machines. \ 

The FBI task on the surface is *aormous, there are 
several hundred thousand such copiers acrosslthe nation, 
and it is estimated that there are more than 2,000 in the 
Greater Boston area alone. But their tasic has been 
lightened by assistance from Xerox. Xero>( put out a • 
corporate memorandum throughout it's offices across 
the nation a couple of weeks ago. Although we haw 
been unable to ascertain the contents of thejmemo, the 
nature of at least one of the requests may b*> assumed. 

Each Xerox machine lias a built-in meter which 
counts the number of copies made on the unit. These 
counts are noted monthly by the Xerox salesmen and 
collated and computed at regional Xerox effaces. Since

the 660 model copier is basically a low-volume machine* 
and the number of stolon FBI documents which were 
copied and mailed out was considerable, the FBI is 
checking those machines which showed an abnormally 
high count for the month of March. The data on which 
650 machines are "high count" is being supplied by 
Xerox. 

The Xerox machine "fingerprint" is left on a Xerox 
copy because the images of scratches, imperfections and, 
chips in the light sensitive selenium "drum" — the key 
clement in the Xerography mechanism — are reproduced 
on each copy produced by the machine along with the 
image of whatever is being copied. 

The FBJ has apparently decided that the whole 
situation fits the pattern of the nonviolent ^militant 
Catholic radicals. 

Since two days after the theft, on March 8th, the FBI 
his been maintaining a consfant and intense surveillence 
on the Radical Catholic community along- the East 
Coast. Much of this community is now wrapped up in 
support work for the Harrisburg Conspiracy trial. 
Indeed, nearly all the defendents and oo-defendents in 
that case havebeen questioned, "followed, and harrassed 
with regard to the Media theft. 

Here in Boston, Federal agents haw contacted or are 
attempting to contact virtually everyone associated with 
the activist radical Catholic community. FBI agents, are 
visiting friends, co-workers, employers and the family of 
these people also. Agents are also attempting to maintain 
fairly constant contact with some of this area's Catholic 
activists, calling at their residence every couple of days. 
In ..most cases, the subjects refused to talk with the 
agents, but in others, the one-sided discussion focused 

* upon the Media theft* 

J^t New York, Federal agents visited the Jesuit 
Tfcgologate at Woodstock, also in N.Y. City at least ten 
thr.*s last week. Once they came three times in one day, 
ssktag about the activist activities of some of the 
comrau*nity*s priests. Agents have been following some 
N.Y. Catholic activist$24 hoursaday. Elderly parentsand 
relatives of these suspects have also been continually 
questioned. 

In Washington, staffers at the D.C. Harrisburg 

* Defense Committee headquarters, said the Federal 
agents had been veiy active contacting people involved 
with their community. Paul Couming, a Boston draft 
resistor whose recent church Sanctuary and court trial 

- drew considerable attention, and who is now working in 
Washington, said: "They have attempted to visit or have 
visited just about everyone involved in our communis 
they've apparently centered on our gsbup/* \

Reports from Baltimore and Philadelphia have 
described the activities of the federal authorities along 
the same pattern. Rev. Jack White, a priest assigned to 
Warwick House, the rectory of the churchless St. Philip's 
parish In Roxbury, was one of the few Boston Catholic 
activists who let the agents get further than opening 
salutations when they visited him. "I try and treat 
everyone who comes here civilly," explained* Father 
White, "so I gave them coffee and sat a down with 
them ... but they tried to play this heavy and nice-guy 
routine with me and kept dimming on the Media theft 
after I had told them I certainly didn't know anything 
about it... so I had to somewhat rudely end the 
interview" 

/ Up and down the east<oast, the same pattern seems 

* to be emerging. Everyone connected with the radical 
Catholic activist movement — but especially those who 
have been involved or alleged to have been involved in 
the Berriganesquc tactic of raiding draft boards.- have 
been contacted. Again, parents, friends and co-workers 
have been questioned about the subjects* activities and 
movements in the tint two weeks of March. 

In thls investigation, as in everything that tangles the 
-radical Catholics with the FBI— or with local police, for 
that matter — there have been a number of situations 

* that leaw a taste of poignant irony. 

One of the agents who v&ted Boston Catholics, 
getting into a friendly convention with a Catholic 
anti-war militant, after it became dear that he wasn't 
going to get the information he had come for, 
mentioned as how he was rather pleased he, had not been 
involved in working on the Berrigan/Harri*bufg Con- 
spiracy Case. He had fond memories of the days when 
Dan Bcrrigan had been one of his college teachers and he 
would not have enjoyed helping develop the case against 
the priest. 

One of the New York priests involved in the N.Y. 
Hanisburg Defense Committee found himself serving 
communion to an old school chum — who also happened 
to be the FBI special agent who had bven assigned to 
keep htm under constant surveillance. For the Catholic 
activists this is noran uncommon sort of situation. As 
Shawn Dbnavan, a staff member at the headquarters o£ 
RESIST in Cambridge and a member or activist Catholic " 
circles, noted: "A while ago". NBC did a show in which 
they called my old school, Holy Cross, the birthplace of 
th* Catholic Left ... we produced at least as many FBI 
agents as Catholic radicals... It's funny," he said 
qweUy t *how people's lives take different turns . . ."
